HIGH SPEEDS, HIGH SPIRITS, CAMERA TO MATCH 


Our photographers are often asked just what it takes to 
produce good pictures, There are intangibles like creatiy 
genius, intuition and good luck, but there are also more 
down-to-earth requirements like quick reflexes and the 
proper equipment. Mark Kauffman, one of the seven staff 
photographers around the U.S. who covered the return of 
one-platoon football, had to move fast to shoot the action: 
he had to move even faster to throw himself clear of the 
bruising conclusion of an end run (above, right). Later, at 
the World Series, Kauffman used a special sequence cam- 
era with a cannonlike telephoto lens to get vivid close-up: 
of the Yankees and Dodgers at play (pp. 42, 43). 

Sheer high spirits too are often an asset to producing 
good pictures. While he was photographing people who 
ere getting tossed off a mechanical bucking horse in Tex- 
as, John Dominis was so carried away by the fun that he 
wasn’t able to resist having a go at the bronco himself, with 
results that were photographed (p. 214) by Mrs. Dominis. 


A more straight-faced requirement is the ability to work 
outa sensible plan for photographing a story. Before Ralph 
Morse could shoot night surf-fishing at Martha's Vineyard, 
he had to decide what equipment he would need on this 
difficult job. First he rented a jeep “beach buggy” to nego- 
tiate the soft sand. Then he borrowed a small yacht which 
would stand offshore and shine a light in toward the surf- 
ters. After that he collected one ton of stroboscopic 
equipment (generator, condensers, wiring) to provide pow- 
er to illuminate a sizable section of the beach. Only then 
did Morse, described by a columnist on the scene as “an 
ageless young man of ample proportions .. . . and the ca- 
pacity to convey the impression he was jumping up and 
down when in fact he was standing still,” take the excit- 
ing and unusual pictures which are included on pages 109 
through 112. But the ageless young man wasn’t through. 
Shortly thereafter he started six days’ work on the dock 
strike, which is the lead news story in this week's issue.

THE 14TH CHIEF JUSTICE 


Appointment of Warren puts skillful manager in a post which needs one 


President Eisenhower's choice of Earl Warren, gov- 
ernor of California, to be Chief Justice of the U.S. 
was praised almost unanimously as an appointment 
which put into the post a man peculiarly fitted for it 
at this time. As head of a Supreme Court now wide- 
ly divided both in caliber of its members and in their 
philosophies, the Chief Justice must allot cases judi- 
ciously and must try to keep different views from 
irreparably splitting the court. The liberally inclined 
Warren has proved astute as an administrator in 


keeping state machinery moving, and as governmen- 
tal team leader in reconciling opposing views. In his 
important but overlooked post as head of the whole 
federal judiciary, Warren can give efficient manage- 
ment to the court system. Some few complaints were 
heard that Eisenhower should have chosen a man 
from the bench rather than from politics. But a look 
at the past Chief Justices (this page) shows that at 
least two men appointed from politics—Marshall and 
Taney—became two of the greatest Chief Justices. 


JOHN RUTLEDGE 1795 
‘This South Carolinian, a former Jus- 
tice, was given recess appointment. 
But senators, doubting stability, re 
jected him, Afterward he went insane, 


SALMON P. CHASE 1964-1872 
As Treasury Secretary he advocated 
the act which made Civil War paper 
currency legal tender. But as Chief 
Justice he held act unconstitutional. 


OLIVER ELLSWORTH 1796-1900 
A former U.S. Senator from Connec 
icut, he was best known for his work 
in drafting the Judiciary Act (1789) 


MORRISON R. WAITE 1874-1888 
The counsel who won the Alabama 
claims case for U.S. was one of hard- 
est working Chiefs in hi 
over 1,000 opinions in his 14 years. 


JOHN MARSHALL 1901-1835 
Generally regarded as towering above 
them all, this Virginian established 
both the power of the federal gov- 
ernment and of the Supreme Court. 


MELVILLE W. FULLER 1088-1910 
A traditionalist, he was criticized as 
defending wealth. He introduced con- 
tinuing custom of having all Justices 
shake hands before each conference. 


ROGER BROOKE TANEY 1835-1264 
A stickler for states’ rights, he wrote 
Dred Scott decision giving aid to the 
slavery cause. Although a Southern 
sympathizer, he supported the Union,

He was one of few to be elevated from 
Associate Justice to Chief, Though a 
former Confederate soldier, he de- 
clared anti-Negro statutes unlawful.

HELPING KOREANS HELP THEMSELVES 


“The world has seldom seen such destruction,” said Lieut. 
General John B. Coulter, U.N. Agent General for Korean 
Reconstruction. As a result of the war, Syngman Rhee’s 
country suffered a million civilian deaths, has 5 million peo- 
ple on relief, 2 million refugees, 300,000 widows, 100,000 
orphans, 15,000 amputees, all but immeasurable disease and 
hunger and homelessness. Yet it is also a country of great as- 
sets, intangible and tangible: the largest percentage of Chris- 
tians of any Asian land, and one of the world’s best tungsten 
deposits; a society solidly organized around the family, and 
seas full of fish; a people with a passion for schooling, and 
millions of empty GI beer cans which they press into roofing; 
many mines and industries to be rebuilt, and the sympathy of 
the American people, who know they must help restore Korea 
to health and hope because of what Korea stands for in the 
history of Asia and of liberty. 

What can Americans do to express t 
government has been helping in two ways. First, the Armed 
Forces have done $460 million worth of rear-area emergency 
work as part of their military duty to minimize “disease and 
unrest.” Second, we contribute the lion’s share to the 
Korean Reconstruction Agency (UNKRA), which spent $70 
million last year and will spend $130 million this year on a 
variety of rebuilding programs, mostly having to do with 
industry, food and power. Before it is through, UNKRA may 
bring Korea $1 billion worth of aid. 

But that is all government-to-government aid; essential, 
but somewhat over the heads of the Korean people and our 
own. Americans want to give something more heartfelt than 
taxes, and many have. Our soldiers, seeing the need with 
their own eyes, have left surprisingly large pieces of their pay 
in Korea. Almost every U.S. military unit adopted an orphan- 
age, equipped a hospital, gave scholarships or the like; the 
I Corps gave $100,000 for amputee children; other GI con- 
tributions maintained the only place in Seoul that looks after 
homeless boys. The actual running of such good works is 
in the hands of some 30-odd voluntary agencies (Salvation 
Army, CARE, church missions, ete.). “It is hard to imagine 
how the Korean children could have survived during the last 
five years,” says a recent report, “without the skillful and de- 
voted work of church groups and the voluntary contributions 
of members of the U.S. and other U.N. armed forces.”

To help all these private agencies and fill the gaps in their 
work, a new agency has now been formed on this side of the 
Pacific, under the chairmanship of General James A. Van 
Fleet. It is the American-Korean Foundation, and it is now 
raising money—$5 million for a starter. Instead of setting 
up a big relief organization of its own, A.K.F. aims to steer 
particular American donors to particular Korean projects. 
Through it, for example, the chairman of Monsanto Chemi- 
cal, Edgar M. Queeny, gave the money for the first school of 
public health in Korea; A.K.F. itself gave 20 scholarships for 
the same school; Harvard’s School of Public Health gave the 
textbooks and teaching materials; and the U.S. Army Medical 
Corps will contribute part-time teachers. As a result of two 
survey missions to Korea, A.K.F, has already given funds to 
86 different projects, ranging from a system of tracing lost 
children to the Korean National Symphony Orchestra. One 
was to a 900-bed hospital near Pusan where 
amputees are retrained for useful work. It is especially inter- 
ested in ways to help Koreans do things for themselves and 
asten their deliverance from relie! 
The American-Korean Foundation (345 East 46th Street, 
New York 17, N.Y.) is the logical way for most Americans to 
help Koreans. The response of individuals—notably through 
the movie theater drive organized by Spyros Skouras—has 
been generous so far. But here’s another logical channel for 
American generosity: the American corporation. Not all ex- 
ecutives realize how much unused power for good resides in 
the law that allows corporations to give 5% of their net in- 
come to charity, tax-free. As President Eisenhower said last 
week, corporations that act with science under this law 
ill properly and legally be assisting in the propagation of 
Americ: 
The successful rehabilitation of Korea will be good for 
US. foreign 5 . and therefore for American business. 
Here is one charity that any board of directors should see the 
sense in. Time Inc., which publishes Lire, has made a sub- 
antial corporate gift to A.K.F. We urge corporate execu- 
tives, as well as individuals, to get in touch with A.K.F, A 
hundred dollars will support one child in an orphanage for a 
year. A thousand will equip a 20-bed hospital ward. The list 
of things needed is almost endless—at the moment; but the 
promise of what Korea could become is almost endless too. 


THE GURE FOR ANTI-AMERICANISM 
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In his article on Europe’s anti-Americanism (pp. 192-204), 
Bruce Hutchison remarks that in Britain, at least, “the power 
of self-criticism is stronger than foreigners suppose.” This is 
one of the most encouraging truths about Europe today. Brit- 
ain’s press even now includes not only some of the sourest 
critics of U.S. foreign policy but some of its best defenders. 
For instance The Spectator (London) recently attacked “fash- 
ionable anti-Americanism” as “utterly wrong and foolish,” 
warned its fellow Britons against falling into “a helpless atti- 
tude of hoping for the best where Russian foreign policy is 
concerned,” and reminded them that “all the postwar suc- 
cesses of the free world against Communist aggression—in 
the Berlin blockade, on the northern frontier of Greece and 
in Korea—have been scored by the very opposite of appease- 
ment.” To score these successes, said The Spectator, West- 
ern leaders had to assume—correctly—that the Russians did 
not want to fight. Then it added: 


“But a second assumption is almost equally important. [t 
r the Russian tendency to 
aggression will increase. The assumption is clearly funda- 
mental to American foreign policy. We ourselves pay lip serv- 
ice to it... [with] phrases to the effect that the strength of 
the West must be maintained. It happens that the phrases are 
true. It also happens that the Americans, for all their faults, 
really believe that they are true. And that in itself is a reason 
for being pro-American.” 

Mr. Hutchison gives us some good advice on how to im- 
prove our relations with the Europeans. But the best advice 
of all is implicit in the above quotations from The Spectator. 
It is: be right, and let the blast go through. If our policy 
toward Russia is right and reasonable, and we stick to it, it 
will always find right and reasonable friends abroad, even if a 
minority. And with their help it will outlast all kinds of wish- 
ful thinking, however fashionable.

Egyptians sentence an ex-premier; June Haver 
leaves her convent; U.S. signs up with Franco 


In Cairo an Egyptian military tribunal sentenced former Premier Ibra- 
him Abdel Hady to hang as a murderer and a traitor to his country. 
Hady, who had pleaded not guil Farouk’s prime minister during 
1948, when the green Egyptian army was sent off to wage a losing war 
against Israel, During his premiership thousands of Moslem extrem- 
ists were rounded up, and their leader was murdered, for which Hady 
was accused of being partly responsible. Only last month, according to 
his prosecutors, Hady was involved in an unsuccessful plot designed 
to overturn the current government of Egypt. After finishing with 


Hady’s trial the tribunal turned to other prisoners just rounded up 
and also charged with treason. Aniong them are former Premier Mus- 
tapha El Nahas, his once-powerful wife, four members of royal cabi- 
nets, Farouk’s press adviser and one of Farouk’s cousins.

HOW THE ‘COLUMBINE’ FLIES 


In a word, safely, thanks to a President’s pilot who makes even Mamie like flying

day recently Lieut. Colonel William G. Draper, Air Force aide 
to the President and pilot of his personal plane, picked up his 

office telephone and found Mrs. Dwight D. Eisenhower on the 
line. “What about that airliner crash yesterday?” she asked. 

If the First Lady’s call had come a few months earlier it would have 
worried Draper. When he first met the Eisenhowers, back in December 
1950, Mamie was afraid of planes. She was worried when she was flying 
with her husband, worried even more when he was flying without her. 
But now Draper knew she was just needling him. 

Mamie has gotten over her fears for the President’s safety, but 
many people have not. A large segment of the population believes 
that the nation’s First Citizen should not risk unnecessary flying 
—for instance, from Washington to New York—when trains are f 
and comfortable. They should be reassured to know that the Presi. 
dent is almost as safe in flight as he is in the White House. 


The presidential plane, a Lockheed Constellation called the Colum- 
bine, is crowded with all the conventional air safety devices, plus a 
few innovations introduced by her crew. Perhaps the most important 
safety factor is the pilot, Bill Draper, a medium tall, handsome, sandy- 
haired young man with intense blue eyes and the fervent manner, 
when on duty, of a missionary among a host of infidels. He lives by 
the conviction that travel by air can be made safer than by road, and 

ninded preoccupation with the President's safety has been 
communicated to his crew, almost with the force of an obsession. 

Draper leaves nothing to chance. Unwilling to trust to memory or 
makeshift operational check lists, he has designed a special safety 
gadget. It is a glass-enclosed box containing a scroll on which are 
printed the check lists for all normal and emergency operations. By 
turning control knobs on the box, Draper and his co-pilot, Major 
William W. Thomas, can check off each item on the list. This little

device eliminates the danger of pilot error through memory failure. 

‘The Columbine is of course equipped with Loran, the Air Force's 
long-range navigational system, and the latest and best radar equip- 
ment, operated as is customary by the navigator. But Pilot Draper 
has a radarscope of his own right at his knee. Thus he too can keep 
constant check on any approaching planes or obstacles within a 
range of 200 miles of his plane. 

Draper also makes constant use of the radar system to spot bad 
weather. His scope will detect oncoming thunderstorms and even 
mild turbulences. Draper often will detour as much as a couple of 
hundred miles to avoid rough flying weather and give the President 
a more restful ride. 

Whenever the President takes off, Draper files a flight plan with 
civilian as well as military ground-control units and keeps in con- 
stant touch with them, Technicians at air installations along his 
route are practically looking over Draper's shoulder at all times. 
“They mapakhimi with the Liextand saoat gon tite weatl on taformas 
tion en route, including special bulletins that advise him of every 
slightest possibility of weather trouble. 

Precise scheduling, to the point of finickiness about seconds 
another precaution taken by Draper. The Columbine is off the 
ground exactly seven minutes after the door closes. And the door 
is opened exactly seven minutes after the wheels touch ground. On 
landings, an engineer stands behind Draper with a stop watch and 
counts aloud like a technician timing a radio broadcast to tell 
Draper whether to speed or slow the taxiing plane: “Three minutes, 
two minutes, one minute. 

If the President is scheduled to land some place at 12 noon the 
Columbine’s engin stop turning and the door will open at 12 
noon as precisely and inevitably as the beep of the national time 
signal. Such precision helps protect the President’s life by making 
it possible for the authorities to clear all air traffic ahead of and 
behind the Columbine on both landings and take-offs. 


You can’t keep a good plane down 


Die figures the plane will develop mechanical troubles if it 

its in the hangar just as the family automobile turns up with 
dead battery when it sits in the garage for a week or two. So he 
tries to fly the plane two or three times a week for an average of an 
hour a day. The flights are anything but joy rides. Draper and the 
crew work through the book of normal and emergency procedures, 
simulating dead engines, shooting landings, trying instrument work. 
These flights keep erew and plane at the peak of efficiency. 

The crew goes through emergency bail-out procedure like a 
crack close-order drill team. The lives of Draper and his men 
are not a factor in this routine. It is aimed at getting one man, 
the President, strapped into a parachute and out of the plane 
in a matter of seconds. The Columbine carries 30 chutes, on 
the basis of six chutes for every five passengers. The extras 
are another of Draper's ideas: some nervous passenger might 
pop a chute inside the cabin as he climbs into it. All chutes have 
quick-adjusting straps, so that any one of them can be strapped 
on the President. 

There are stories that Eisenhower is reluctant to use his safety 
belt, which would make him a weak safety factor, but Colonel 
Draper says this is not so. He wants everyone to know that the 
President obeys all flight instructions meticulously, keeps the

When the President contemplates a trip to some out-of-the-way 
place, Draper takes the plane out a week or so ahead and makes the 
full run as a simulated presidential flight. He buzzes the airport so 
that all runways, approaches and obstructions are fixed solidly in 
his mind. Then he makes a dozen or so landings and take-ofls to 
be certain nothing tricky is involved. 

Eight enlisted men are assigned to the Columbine as gua 
Five are master sergeants, one a technical sergeant and two staff 
sergeants. They maintain a 24-hour watch over the ship when it is 
on the ground. All of the guards qualify as sharpshooters on the 
Air Force pistol range. 

This is the third presidential airplane. Roose 
led the Sacred Cow. Truman used a DC-6 called the Independ- 
ence. The Columbine was built in 1948 and first used by former Air 
Force Secretaries Stuart Symington and Thomas Finletter. She had 
logged 650,000 miles in 3,000 air hours by the time Eisenhower 
took her over, a fact which may account for reports that a new 
Super-Constellation is now being built for the President. The 
Columbine’s name, chosen by Eisenhower himself, is painted 
across the nose in a flowing script. Beneath it is a painting of the 
blue columbine, official flower of Mamie’s home state of Colorado. 
Beside the main doorway is a small presidential shield. Otherwise, 
except for the Air Force lettering and serial number (8610), the 
Columbine’s skin is as clean as a shark's. 

‘The ship's capacity is 24 in addition to the crew of 11. The oper- 
ational crew includes pilot, co-pilot, navigator, two flight engineers 
responsible for the engines and other mechanical equipment and a 
radio operator. Two flight stewards don white mess jackets en route 
to serve the President and his guests. Two of the eight airplane 
guards always travel with the plane. As another safety factor a 
technician from the Lockheed factory makes all flights. 

The plane cabin is decorated in warm tones of gray. The lavatory 
in the tail section is large enough to be used as a dressing room. Im- 
mediately forward of the tail, on both sides of the main door, there 
is storage space for clothes, light luggage, odd gear and parachutes.

HE President keeps a comfortable old tweed jacket aboard the 
Columbine at all times. As soon as he is aboard he slips out of 
his business coat and into the jacket. He rides in the 20-foot main 
bin which takes up the waist of the ship. There are two specially 
built chairs for the President and Mrs. Eisenhower, stressed to 
withstand nine times the pull of gravity in any direction. They have 
three-inch foam rubber cushions and are covered in brown leather 
(the only exception to the gray decor). The chairs revolve so that 
the President can work at the table beside him or swing toward the 
other chair to talk. At the President’s elbow are two telephones: 
one is an intercom for communication with the pilot and the crew, 
the other can be hooked into a land line as soon as the plane lands. 
A number of flight instruments on the wall enable the President 
to keep track of the plane’s progress.

Two 
long couches line the opposite walls at mid-cabin. At night they 
break down into two three-quarter-size beds. A small FM-AM radio 
is at the end of one of the couches. 

Knowing that Western novels are the President’s favorite read- 
he crew keeps replenishing the plane’s stock. A crewman ex- 
plains, “We usually put a good Western out for the President and 
hope he'll put aside Fis stack of papers and relax with the book.” 

The Columbine has two duplicate cabins forward of the Presi- 
dent's, with seats for 16 which can be made up into berths for 
eight. Thus the plane can sleep a total of 10, 

‘The chief passenger likes light meals aloft and would as soon 
have cold cuts as steak. But the Columbine is equipped with a gal- 
ley that would delight any housewife. It is complete down to the 
smallest details of electric toasters and a bottle of prepared mar- 
tinis in the refrigerator. The electric stove is a bit small—only two 
burners and an oven—but there are additional gadgets for warming 
soup and keeping food hot. 

Eating and sleeping on a regular schedule are a problem on long 
flights when the Columbine crosses two or three time zones. Colo- 
nel Draper pushes his boss around a little in this department. He 
times the flights to give him maximum rest, schedules meals and 
bedtime to make the best compromise between clock time and 
stomach time, Sometimes it is still daylight when Draper orders 
the beds made up and drops back to the President's cabin to say, 
“It’s time to relax, Mr. President.” Usually the obedient answer 
is simply, “Okay, Bill.” 

When the President interrupted his Colorado vacation last Sep- 
tember to fly to Washington for the funeral of Chief Justice Vin- 
son, he left Denver at 9 p.m. Draper ordered him to bed. It was 
midnight in Washington and he would be getting up at 4 a.m. 
Denver time. 

Normally Draper flies the Columbine at 12,000 or 13,000 feet. 
At that altitude the cabin pressurizing system can hold inside 
pressure to that of 2,000 or 3,000 feet. If he went to 18,000 
feet, which is a more normal flying altitude these days, inside 
pressure would climb to 8,000. “At the end of six or eight hours 
at a cabin altitude of 8,000 the President would feel like he had 
put in a hard day’s work even though he had just sat and read,” 
Draper explains.

crackerjack “special missions squadron,” which pilots top civilian 
and military brass. No pilot gets into the squadron if he has ever 
had a single aircraft accident, in training or later. The Air Force 
believes that some persons are “accident prone,” others are not. 

Since he was a kid in the tiny town of Stow Corners, Ohio, Bill 
Draper has believed that the only reason any sensible person 
wanted to live was to be able to fly. He was working for Pan Amer- 
ican when the Japanese bombed Pearl Harbor. The U.S. took over 
Pan Am’s new African route and simultaneously offered Draper a 
commission. Until the end of the war he pushed converted B-24s 
and C-54s across the Atlantic, Africa and India to the Assam Val- 
ley on the south side of “the Hump.” After the war he stayed on in 
the Air Force. He had become chief pilot of the “brass hat” squad- 
ron before he first met and flew the President in December 1950. 

Eisenhower was then making a special survey of NATO for 
President Truman. Draper picked him up in New York and flew 
him to Washington for briefings. Mamie was along on the New 
York-to-Washington flight, and she shocked the man at the wheel 
by telling him, “in no uncertain terms,” as he recalls, that she did 
not like flying. 

The President, who once had a pilot's license, prefers flying 
whenever possible. On this inspection trip, his first with Draper, 
winter weather allowed only two touch-downs, out of dozens of 
landings in clear flying conditions, but he never murmured, not 
even when Draper took him into Copenhagen with the ceiling under 
100 feet. 

The President kept Draper as his personal pilot when he went 
back to Europe as SHAPE commander. Mamie flew all the way 
this time and, Draper felt, some missionary work was in order, He 
told Mrs. Eisenhower he felt he had lined up the best crew on 
earth, and he looked forward to having her as a real member of the 
crew. Then he launched into his blue-plate special lecture. It goes 
substantially like this: 

“'L firmly believe an airplane is so much safer than an automobile 
that I can’t even compare the two, I'd rather fly any time than drive 
on these highways today, never knowing when you will come up 
against a driver who can’t tell the difference between red and green 
or who can’t judge the difference between 50 and 100 feet or who is 
drunk, The most dangerous part about an airplane trip is the ride 
to and from the airport. I hate to get in a taxi at the airport, es- 
pecially when I am in uniform. The driver sees those wings and 
immediately decides I want to fly. I have to tell him to slow down.” 

After nine months and m 22,000 miles of flying with 
Dri at the controls, even Ma s in the air. The whole 
family is sold on him. Mrs. John S. Doud, Mamie’s mother, a spry 
75, likes the way Draper and company do things so much that she 
has been known to slip out to Washington MATS Terminal and 
fly with the boys on practice flights. 

Mamie herself proudly and confidently wears a pair of 
wings with the word “Columbine” engraved at the center. She has 
joined Draper's crew.

Oilmen—Hears How The Oil Industry Makes Sure You 
Get The Most From Each Drop of Oil 


MEET THE PANEL: 


T'm General Ernest 0. Thomp- 
son, Chairman of the Texas Rail- 
road Commission —a conserva- 
tion agency of our state charged 
by law to prevent waste of natu- 
ral resources like oil and gas. We 
set oil and gas production for 
‘Texas—controlling 146,000 wells.

My name is George L. Parkhurst. 
T'm Chairman of the Board of 
the Oronite Chemical Company, 
San Francisco. I'm concern 
with petro-chemicals and also 
with other phases of the oil in- 
dustry. 


T'm John M. Lovejoy, Chairman 
of the Board of the Seaboard Oil 
Company of Delaware. This is 
solely a producing oil company 
with a production of 33,000 bar- 
rels a day in various parts of the 
United States. 


My name is John W. Newton. I 
am Vice-President of the Ma; 
nolia Petroleum Company, in 
charge of refining. At this time, 
Tam also serving as Vice-Presi- 
dent for refining, American 
Petroleum Institute. 


Here are the highlights of Mr. Murrow’s interview 
—one of the most important discussions ever held 
on conserving the nation’s oil supply, and its signifi- 
cance to you as an American: 


murrRow: Dr. DeGolyer—you’re one of the 
greatest geologists in this or any other country 
—how much oil do we have available in the U.S.? 


De GOLYER: About 30 billion barrels in proven re- 
sources—almost 4 times what we had in 1925, 


MURROW: Are we finding as much oil here as 
we're using up? 


De GOLYER: The available statistics indicate that, yes, 


on the average, we have found as much oil each year as 
we've used. 


murRRow: I'd like to ask—what’s happened tothe 
wasteful, old-fashioned gusher we used to see? 


THOMPSON: Well, in the old open flow days, every 
man got all he could under “devil-take-the-hindmost” 
production. That was very wasteful, Wells would blow 
their heads off, gush for a while, then go flat. 


in 1901 in Beaumont, Texas, we had Amer- 
ica’s original gushers at “Spindletop.” One flowed 
at the rate of 100,000 barrels a day, but only for a 
short time. In contrast with today’s efficient practice, 
little of the oil in the ground was recovered. 


THOMPSON: In those days we recovered only 25 to 
30% of the oil in the ground. In East Texas today, 
by carefully conserving reservoir energy, we are not 
content unless we get up to 80% recovery. 


MURROW: What do you mean by conserving 
reservoir energy? Is this a key problem in oil 
conservation? 


De GOLYER: It’s the basic problem—keeping the pres- 
sure on the oil in the reservoir. An oil field has been 
best compared to a bottle of soda water. If the bottle 
is opened and the gas is allowed to escape, the thing 
goes flat. If an oil field is produced wide open and the 
pressure gets too low, then the field goes flat and you 
lose a lot of oil which you never recover, 


MURROW: Would someone please explain to me 
how oilmen inject gas or water to get more oil 
out of the ground? 


LOVEJOY: If your nat: 
ural forces be 


ome ex 
hausted, then you have 
to pump in water ot 
gas to provide arti 
ficial forces. The bes' 
time to do this is be 
fore the nat I force 
are exhausted. In th 
New Hope Field o 
East Texas, natural forces were very small compared t 
the size of the reservoir.

MURROW: What are oilmen doing to conserve oi 
once it gets to the refinery? 


NEWTON: I’d like to comment on that. We've develope 
new refining processes, principally catalytic cracking 
alkylation, polymerization, etc. and learned how to mak

better use of gases formed in some of these operations. 
Compared to years ago, twice the quantity of useful 
products can now be obtained from a barrel of crude. 


MURROW: That's conservation indeed. 


NEWTON: We are now able to meet the requirements of 
the public out of 2% billion barrels of crude yearly. 
Without these many process improvements we would 
have used about 5 billion barrels of crude oil last year. 
Also, oil products have constantly been made better. 
The fact that two gallons of today’s gasoline do the 
work that three did in 1925 shows an outstanding 
achievement in quality. This is real conservation. 


murrow: Mr. Newton, I wonder if you could 
tell us a little about some of the other products 
you people make from oil? 


NEWTON: Petroleum products go into production of in- 
secticides, fungicides, antifreeze, detergents, etc. Today 
there are something like a thousand different products 
of varying types made from petroleum. 


murRow: This is down your line, Mr. Park- 
hurst. What about the use of petroleum prod- 
ucts in the manufacture of synthetic rubber? 


serving the nation’s oil supply. Scale model of oil derrick in 
background was used to illustrate technical questions on con- 
servation in oil produ 


PARKHURST: That's very important. Nearly all syn- 
thetic rubber today comes from petroleum. Other 
things in the same general category are plastics, paints, 
textile fibres—great varieties of things we don’t nor- 
mally think of as petroleum products. 


MURROW: Somebody told me you were even con- 
serving the smell of oil these days. Is this true? 


NEWTON: Yes. There is one smell that is being con- 
served and actually being used. That’s in the recovery 
of sulphur. With some oils, sulphur gases are generated, 
which we can recover and so make possible their con- 
version to sulphuric acid. This acid helps manufacture 
hundreds of products. 


PARKHURST: That's an example of a by-product 
which was not only a waste—its smell was a nuisance. 
Taking that waste product and upgrading it into a valu- 
able chemical is an excellent example of conservation. 


MURROW: With all the thousands of companies 
engaged in the oil business, how much has com- 
petition contributed to oil conservation? 


LOVEJOY: I think competition is probably the secret

De GOLYER: The 13,000 small and large producers in 
the U.S. don’t all think alike. I might look at all the 
data on a certain prospect and decide it didn’t justify 
the cost of a well. Mr. Lovejoy might think differently 
and drill it, Even if both of us thought it was bad, there 
would be some third fellow who came along and drilled 
it. That’s one reason we find as much oil as we do, and 
find it as fast as we have. 


PARKHURST: Mr. Newton has mentioned new refin- 
ing processes and improvements in products. This has 
been stimulated greatly by competition in research. 
Companies, large and small, all competing to bring out 
a better product and do a better job of processing the 
crude oil, have made a great contribution— 


MURROW: — So that good conservation practices 
extend throughout the entire industry? 


PARKHURST: That's true, Going beyond production 
and refineries, conservation never ceases. The oil in- 
dustry has worked with the automotive people, equip- 
ment manufacturers and consumers to get better use 
out of oil products and to give better value. 

Our lubricating oils have been improved to the point 
where engine overhauls are much less frequent. An 
automobile will go farther on a gallon of gasoline. Fuel 
oil has been upgraded by more efficient combustion 
and better oil burners. And, so, conservation extends 
from the oil in the ground to the final, individual user,

‘The autumn of each year casts a rich tapes- 
try of somber reds, bronzes and muted pur- 
ples over the Shenandoah Valley of Virginia. 
It lies smooth over the rounded Blue Ridge 
mountaintops, crumbles into narrow gorges, 
cascades down to the neat, white farm build- 
ings and trim, patterned squares of green 
pasture and brown plowland in the valley 
below. This is historic ground, one of the 
great courses of battle during the Civil War. 

Looking down from the Skyline Drive as it 
winds near the crest of the ridge, the traveler 


RED AND GOLD, a cluster 
of maple leaves blazes beside 
a mountain trail. Rich red 
hues result when cold pre- 
vents sugar in the leaf from 
running off through stem. 


VERMILION berries of the 
mountain ash are a favorite 
food for birds. This shrub 
is rarely seen below 3,000 
feet, is here growing at the 
brink of a precipitous cliff.

In Guatemala, only two hours bombing time from the Panama Canal, 
this man in the checked shirt goes daily among the people, openly and 
diligently toiling to create a Communist state in Central America. He says 
boldly, “I am a Communist.” His name is Carlos Manuel Pellecer (pro- 
nounced pay-yay-sayre) and he is a political paradox. Holding no govern- 
ment office except that of a mere deputy in congre: of a politi- 
cal party whose very existence violates the country’s constitution, he en- 
joys honor, prestige and power both in government and among the people. 
Guatemala’s Reds, a compact group in which Pellecer ranks No. 2, be- 
gan to progress eight years ago by making themselves useful to Juan Jo: 
Arévalo, first president after Dictator Jorge Ubico was overthrown 
1944. Making themselves useful, in turn, to Arévalo’s suce 
dent Jacobo Arbenz, the Communists have prospered migh 
electioneer for Arbenz and help run his political machine. To assi

tally for their own propaganda. President Arbenz, an intense, humorless 


reformer, has two pet programs: land reform and elimination of “foreign

They control the labor unions and the powerful National Confederation 
of Peasants, a farm workers’ union. They have four deputies in congress, 
including Pellecer, elected as government-sponsored candidates. Govern- 
ment sound trucks spread the Red propaganda, including allegations of 
U.S. “germ warfare” in Korea, Recently the president of the congress 
pleased them by ordaining a moment of silent grief for Stalin. Their own 
party, the Labor Party, was set up in 1949 without a murmur of dissent, 
though the constitution expressly forbids “political organizations of in- 
ternational or foreign character.” Arbenz, who is no Communist him- 
self, looks upon the Reds as Guatemalans first and Reds second. He says 
he is using them; the evidence is at least as ample that they are using him.

trapping their pent-up power. 

The 27 bores so far sunk into Wairakei’ 
steam beds are thought to be capable of delive 
ing some 70,000 kilowatts of power, when their 
steam is used to drive generators—enough to 
supply a town of 150,000, Eventually, the val- 
ley’s total output may be many times that 
great. But the earthbound steam will serve 
another and equally important purpose: it 
will be used to produce heavy water, precious 
source of the H-bomb component deuterium, 
Normally, the production of deuterium through 
distillation is expensive because of the high 
cost of heating .water to si But here at 
Wairakei, where the steam can be had for 
the harnessing, the violent vapors from the 
interior can be made to yield, at the 
turn of a valve, cheap chemicals for war's de- 
struction or cheap power for peaceful progress.

A DANGEROUS EUROPEAN 


MIDDLEMAN IN A FAMILY QUARREL, A CANADIAN OBSERVER FINDS ROOTS OF MISUNDERSTANDING 


JROBABLY the most important and cer- 

tainly the most terrifying fact in the free 
world today is not Ru strength, Eu- 
rope’s weakness or anything that can be 
measured in statistics. 

It is the dry rot, something intangible 
developing within the minds of nameless 
millions, that is steadily undermining the 
friendship of the old world and the new, 
on which the fate of both must hang. 

Among Europeans this phenomenon is 
called anti-Americanism, among Americans, 
gross ingratitude, [t is much more compli 
cated than simple prejudice. It is, in fact, a 
kind of psychic disease which, unless cured, 
could some day prove mortal, thereby con- 
firming the prognosis of that distinguished 
political physician, the late Joseph Stalin. 

In Europe and especially in Britain the 
quiet but bitter resentment against Ameri- 
can policies and, worse, against American 
people is so deep and has grown so fast of 
late that statesmen hardly dare to discuss it 
in public and try to mask it with speeches 
and postures. This well-mear piracy 
of concealment clearly is failing. Among the 
people, who in the end will decide every- 
thing. the U.S.’s moral leadership of the free 
world, the only kind of leadership that can 
possibly succeed, is in danger of collapse. 

In 7,000 miles of travel by automobile 
through the eight major nations of Western 
Europe, I heard over and over the same dis- 
mal recital: the Americans are ill-mannered 
and blundering children, their civilization is 
a combination of wealth, corruption. Coca- 
Cola and Senator McCarthy, their govern- 
ment is probably leading the world to war. I 
met only one man, an English politician too 
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eminent to be identified, who had a word of 
gratitude for the U.S 
“The Americans, 


d he, “saved us from 
Germany in two wars. I'm convinced they 
will save us from Russia by preventing a 
third. And meanwhile they have saved us 
from bankruptey.” 

Europe. blind in its ingratitude, has yet to 
grasp that simple truth. And the Americans, 
in their misjudgment of all foreigners, have 
yet to grasp the first facts of Europe’s life. 

The relations between the British and 
American peoples are. of course, the crux of 
the problem as they must be the foundation 
of peace. Those relations are deteriorating 
because they are approached on the primary 
illusion that the two peoples are spiritually 
alike, compatible by nature and brothers 
under the skin, Actually their superficial re- 
semblance is the chief cause of their incom- 
patibility because it raises false expectations, 
ending in irritation and resentment. 

“Most of our troubles with the Ameri- 
old don at Cambridge, 
“stem from the awful barrier of a common 
language. Since they speak the same language 
the British and Americans expect each other 
to be the same sort of people. When they 
turn out to be utterly different both are dis- 
appointed and angered, as if the other fellows 
had somehow let them down. An English- 
man isn’t disturbed when a Frenchman eats 
snails or keeps a mistress. That is the French 
But when the American chews gum, 
oddly, uses a queer accent or starts 
a fight in a pub. we find it inexcusable be- 
cause it isn’t British. And the Americans 
feel the same way about us.” 

When the average American talks about 


Britain he is thinking of an imaginary land 
and people that never existed and never will. 
When the Briton thinks about the U.S. he 
usually pictures a revolting travesty pro- 
vided by the criminal cunning of the Ameri- 
ie makers, by Senator McCarthy 
done more harm to transatlantic 
hip than anyone since George III) and 
by Britain’s shoddy mass-circulation press, 
which ignores American life to lavish its 
space on the adulteries of Hollywood, the 
witch-hunts of Congress and the night life 
of New York. 
In all this tragedy of errors the Canadian 
occupies a special position, privileged but 
often uncomfortable. Both will talk to 
him as they will never talk to each other.

Neither the American nor the 
Englishman has begun to understand the 
paramount fact of Canadian life—that we 
Canadians too are a separate breed and grow- 
ing more distinct, more Canadian, every day.

The behavior of a handful 


MERICAN manners, the least significant 

factor in this equation of discord, loom 
largest in the mind of the ordinary Euro- 
pean. Quite wrongly he judges American 
ilization by its manners, or rather he judg 
a nation of 150 million people by the behay- 
ior of a handful. He cannot penetrate the 
brassy facade of fictional American life to 
see the hard-working, hospitable and great- 
hearted people of America. 

The habits of American soldiery in Europe 
are as familiar as they are exaggerated. You 
can guess the dimensions of this problem 
when you find the sleepy old town of Hei- 
delberg, the haunt of Goethe and the Stu- 
dent Prince, so jammed with American Army 
trucks and generals’ limousines that at 6 
p-m. the traffic halted dead for 15 minutes at 
a time. It took me a full hour to drive en 
blocks. Here is a massive physical friction 
and beneath it a much deeper friction in the 
minds of the conquerors and the conquered. 

In a wine garden beside Goethe’s river a 
former captain of artillery told me that the 
British army was brave and always “cor- 
rect” (his highest adjective of praise) and 
that the Americans, though fearless, knew 
nothing of discipline. Unbuttoning his col- 
lar, putting his feet up on the table and 
hoisting a bottle to his lips, he gave an 


admiring crowd an imitation of an American 
soldier in the presence of a general: “Hi, 
general, how's the boy?” In the German 
army, this former Nazi informed me, a sol- 
dier would not be shot for such an offense.

ral in Germany and one that is not 
nec y in conflict with the results of 
the recent election there. By their electoral 
vote the German people demonstrated deci- 
sively that they know their future lies with 
the West. But even Chancellor Konrad Ade- 
nauer, with his newly augmented power, may 
prove a more prickly partner than is popu- 
larly supposed. Ultimately Adenauer prob- 
ably will follow U.S. leadership—the Ger- 
mans accept the political and military facts 
of the world—but most of them, like the ar- 
tillery captain, will continue to treasure their 
misconceptions of the American character 
and their contempt for American habits. 

“The Americans are children.” I heard 
that phrase in eight countries and in more 
towns than I can remember. “But in time,” 
added a genial Roman professor, “they will 
grow up and learn. They will know how to 
live, how to enjoy themselves instead of dy- 
ing of a cardiac condition at 50. They'll learn 
that there’s more in living than money.” 

This, mind you, from the citizen of a 
country which has not yet learned to live on 
its own resources, which could hardly sur- 
vive without the money of those hard-work- 
ing adolescents, the taxpayers of the U.S. 

Yes, and as the professor and I chatted on 
a main street of Rome some hundreds of 
Italian youths, who presumably knew how to

live, were conducting their nightly riot, the Fascists and Commu- 
nists screaming, gesticulating and frothing like madmen, chin to 
chin. No one objected to their manners because they were Italians. 
An American soldier with a drink too many is taken to represent 
the historic barbarism of his race. In Naples a hotelkeeper clum- 
sily parodied for me, in what he supposed to be a Yankee accent, 
an American calling for another bottle when any sensible European 
would be satisfied with a single glass of wine. Yet the only Ameri- 
cans in the room were drinking Coke in a corner with all the symp- 
toms of homesickness. 

In Cambridge an English airman said he was happy because he 
had just escaped from an airdrome in East Anglia where English 
and Americans were stationed together. The Americans, he ex: 
plained, were poor types when drunk. But, I asked, what were they 
ike when sober. In his crisp English style he said he did not know 
because he had never seen them off duty in that condition. 

Now, this was a palpable lie, a lie so often repeated as to hecome 
a joke, a myth, an outrage. 

The wife of an English officer in Berlin said, and undoubtedly 
believed, that the American Occupation Forces had bought up for 
a song from hungry Germans all the best art treasures and house- 
hold furniture in the city. 

A chauffeur in Bonn, a German major captured in North A\ 
and imprisoned in Kansas, told me that the Americans were good 
people who had treated him “correctly.” But he intends to emi- 
grate to Canada because lately he had been hearing terrible thin 
about the U.S. He is not likely to hear anything else in Europe. 

When the Folies Bergére, between its parades. of naked women, 
pictures the typical American traveler as an oaf in a dinner jacket, 
Paris laughs but the laughter does not hide the bitterness of a 
sick country, 

When a sleek American millionaires, forced to leave her limou- 
sine and travel by train through the St. Gotthard tunnel, complains 
about the service, her air of disdain disgusts a whole trainload of 
Europeans so that they forget the pleasant young American couple 
in the next seat, quietly minding their own busines 

The Roman guide, for all his well-trained polish, cannot disguise 
his contempt for the old maid from Spokane who tries to absorb 
Italian culture in three easy lessons. 

An Italian innkeeper assures you that all Americans are crazy 
and lawless, while he himself is laboriously engaged at the moment 
cooking two sets of books to cheat his government out of 
income tax. 

Bad manners, though no one in Europe seems to suspect it, are 
not confined to the Americans. British manners, for example, 
perfect by British standards. They are often repulsive by Ameri- 
can standards. No one can resist the bluff friendliness of the Brit- 
ish workingman, but the American is repelled by the coldness of 
the upper classes, a coldness deepening as the social scale ascends. 
The American is amazed to find that Britain, perhaps the most suc- 
cessful democracy in the art of government, is not and may never 
bea social democracy. An economic revolution has changed the dis- 
tribution of wealth. tt has hardly made a dent in the unquestioned 
principle of class. 

The English gentry’s exquisite deportment, the casual look 
learned by long study, the clothes carefully tailored to appear care- 
less, the accent acquired by years of sedulous apprenticeship, the 
English gentleman’s unalterable and sincere conviction of his racial 
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and maybe a wistful neighbor or two? 

Well, the railroads had a part in that pride, too. 
For over their 225,000-mile assembly line of steel 
rails they moved the raw materials required for 
making the 15,000 parts that go into an auto.

habit of saying what he feels and exposing his soul indecently. 

The American cannot be expected to understand immediate- 
ly that the Englishman, frightened by his own sentimentality, 
ashamed of his secret emotionalism and pitifully shy, has con- 
structed an outer glaze as a protective coloration against a prying 
world. The American may not appreciate at once the solid, unshak- 
able strength of the nation behind the formal facade: the self- 
discipline of a single organism, an indivisible community, a single 
family, beside which the society of North America is almost an 
anarchy; he does not readily see the nameless nobility and grubby 
heroism of the mass of people whose organic unity overrides all 
class divisions and is the true secret of Britain’s greatness. 

Accustomed to speed in work and play, the American is infuriated 
by the leisurely pace of Britain, the delays.and endless paper work, 
the all-pervading officialdom and fussing over silly details, the uni- 
form and badges of office worn by so many people from the hall 
porter to the beefeater of the Tower, the unquestioning assurance 
that the rulers may err but that the system itself is the ultimate 
work of man. 

“You must first understand two essential facts,” said one of 
England’s most powerful industrialists. “We are an island people, 
we are isolated by the sea and we have no real interest in any other 
country. And we are a lazy people, we only do as much as we have to 
for survival, we prefer to enjoy life and we never strain ourselves 
until we're on the brink of disaster. We are, you might say, a 
Dunkirk people.” 

From his office we could see a road gang taking a break to drink 
the tea they had brewed on a brazier full of hot coals. In a bombed- 
out concrete basement near St. Paul’s, a band of office workers 
played lunch-hour soccer with a tennis ball. 

“You see the whole problem there,” said the industrialist. “We 
have to convince those easygoing people that London isn’t yet re- 
built and we are facing an economic Dunkirk.” 


Meanness, envy, jealousy 


HE power of self-criticism is stronger in Britain than foreigners 

suppose. For example, the day after the coronation the Times 
(with shocking bad manners on such an occasion, many of its 
readers thought) suddenly lashed out at the British people as “a 
good people grown careless.” It is said they were ‘content to live 
hand-to-mouth” and that “meanness of spirit, envy and jealousy 
sour too much of our national life.” 
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Probably it would be fairer to say that the British people a 
tired by war and austerity, a double ordeal which the American h: 
never really known. British pride is hurt by the decline of Brit- 
ain’s relative strength in the world balance of power. As a result 
the British sometimes reveal a brittleness unnatural to them, as 
when Foreign Secretary Eden was publicly criticized for his per- 
fectly reasonable decision to take medical treatment in the U.S. 

If British manners irritate the American the German's cur- 
rent air of servility and heartiness before his conquerors is still 
harder to take. 

The French, who claim the best manners on earth and secretly 
regard all other races as barbarous, have only to step into an auto- 
mobile to make the countryside hideous with the ceaseless screech 
of their horns, the roads a deathtrap with their recklessness.

No standard for Americans 


JT is all a matter of standards, but few Europeans admit that 

Americans have any right to a standard of their own. Vainly the 
Canadian tries to explain that Americans at home are well be- 
haved, friendly and considerate. I never found one European 
who believed me. I had half-convinced a hotel clerk in Barce- 
lona when an American guest loaded with wine and money lurched 
up to announce in a strident voice that the barkeeper had in- 
sulted him by refusing him more drink, and he must have a 
public apology or leave. The Spaniard will continue to believe 
all Americans are like that. 

The clash of manners however distressing does not bi 
explain the growing anti-Americanism in Europe. It is, to a large 
extent anyway, only a rationalization of Europe's frustration and 
envy, an escape mechanism to cover Europe’s own sense of weak- 
ness and dependence. 

This is particularly true and doubtless inevitable in Britain. The 
British people are going through not only a hard time economi- 
cally but a cruel readjustment spiritually. After centuries of su- 
premacy it is not easy for a great people to accept the supreme 
power of the U.S., to realize that poverty is their reward for saving 
the world singlehanded in the first years of the war while even the 
conquered Germans are living better on the whole than the con- 
querors. Nor is it easy to accept moral sermons from Mr. Dulles, 
who runs Malenkov and McCarthy a close third in the present 
European unpopularity contest. 

The postwar generosity of the U.S. secretly rankles in all Brit- 
ish hearts however it may be acclaimed in public. The money cer- 
tainly is appreciated. The necessity of accepting it is bound to hurt. 
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A wise Londoner explained Britain’s feelings by recalling a story 
about Field Marshal Smuts. The South African statesman wa 

asked why he was being so ferociously attacked by a certain poli- 
tician, Said Smuts, “I can’t imagine. I never did that man a good 
turn in my life,” The U.S.’s costly good turns of recent years have 
made few friends in 


The: ional fric cep or permanently 
important as the ignorance that feeds them, To the Europeans 
America is as distant, unmapped and uncongenial as the moon. 
The Americans know much more about the outer surface of Eu- 
rope. Yet they miss the whole point. “They think,” as a world- 


weary Frenchman told me, “that they know foreigners and how 
to deal with them. Actually we are no better understood than the 
inhabitants of Mar: 

The Europeans are misunderstood largely because the aver- 
age American regards the American way of life as the true norm 
and ideal state of man. He expects foreigners to grow inevitably 
toward this particular society with a little more experience, en- 
lightenment and help. 


No ‘American way’ for Europe 


HE Europeans of course have no intention of doing anything 

of the sort. They will imitate American techniques, accept 
American gifts and try to duplicate America’s riches. They will 
never forego their own ways of life, which they consider supe- 
rior to any other. Before the U.S. can even begin to solve the 
transatlantic problem it will have to accept the curious fact that 
for most of the world the American way of life will always be a 
curious aberration. 

This really should not matter, but as one of the most penetrating 
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minds of Britain remarked, it wounds the Americans. ‘We Eng- 
lishmen,” he explained, “never expected to be loved when we 
were running the show. We didn’t particularly want to be. We al- 
ways knew that unpopularity was the price of power. But the Amer- 
icans, poor fellows, just can’t bear not to be loved. It burns them 
right up. We won't get on together until the Americans realize that 
power is a lonely business, with more kicks than h’pence. Yes, and 
it would help a lot if Mr, Dulles stopped talking like the Deity.” 

Recent events have added a final friction of another kind, stem- 
ming from a fear that the U.S. Government does not know how to 
use its power. Fisenhower has been, so far, a sharp disappoint- 
ment to his European friends. They expected the President to ex- 
a 
and Normandy. Instead they saw in Washington a vacuum in 
which the President seemed poised uncertainly at dead centre. 

Such fears are not confined to Europeans. After a close look at 
Europe Walter Lippmann returned home to report “that American 
influence is declining precipitously as the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion displays its weakness and its indecision.” Mr. Lippmann 
erred on the side of understatement.

Are we trigger-happy? 


HREE distinct factors can be identified in the confused de- 
hate now raging on this subject throughout the continent. 
here is, to begin with, the familiar notion that the trigger-happy 
Americans will blunder into a world war, When you tell the Euro- 
peans that it just is not in the nature of the Americans to start 
a war, that they have never fought until they had to, the Euro- 
peans point to General MacArthur, the “China Lobby,” the wild 
men of the Congress, the bullying threats of Senator MeCarthy 
and aboye all to the dominant position of so many military men 

the American government. 

To most Canadians the theory of an aggressive American im- 
perialism is not alarming. To countless Europeans it is a deadly 
nightmare. The U.S., as one of Britain’s most influential figures 
observed, might survive an atomic war though broken and desolat- 
ed, For Britain and Europe there is no such hope. Glaneing out h 
penthouse window across the vast bulk of London, a shining target 
for bombers, this man added. “Another war would leave nothing 
here but an atomic swamp. Do you wonder we get the wind up a 
bit when we hear the lunatics howling in Washington?” 

Another nightmare is still m urgent and seems more like- 
ly to materialize. That is the fear of an American depression. 
Here again Europe feels itself far more exposed than the U, 
One of England’s leading economists put a problem of infinite 
complexity in simple terms: “The L rich enough to stand 
without serious strain a recession of say 5 or even 10% in its 
national income. For us it would be sheer disaster. Remember 
that in the spring of 1949 American business dropped about 5% 
for a few months, a tiny affair in the States. But the drop in 
American imports just about wrecked us dollarwise. Within three 
months we had to devaluate the pound. We can’t stand another 
shake like that.” 


Will our economy hold up? 


‘0 the Europeans an American recession, even a small one, is 
1 hee longer an economic process. It has become a moral crime. 
Few seem to remember that the American economy, for all its mis 
takes, has recently saved the world from ruin, The Russians re- 
member, with regret. 

Unjust and ungrateful criticism of the Ame stem is con- 
stantly fed by American congressmen. Europe has been shaken to 
find Eisenhower, who preached low tariffs and increasing trade in 
election campaign, yielding to congressional pressure and post- 
poning this whole issue for a year. He postponed it, moreover, at 
the very moment when the Commonwealth was ready to risk the 
zivantic gamble of convertibility (the freeing of the pound to find 

s own level in terms of the dollar) if there were a reasonable hope 
of American cooperation. When Eden and Butler proposed the 
Commonwealth of reduced tariffs, expanded trade and con- 
vertible currencies to Washington, they were politely brushed off 
by the American government which had formerly been demanding 
just such a p a 

Doubtless it is far too early to foresee the result of Eisenhower's 
postponed but inevitable collision with the protectionists of his 
party. While the chauvinistic Beaverbrook press shrilly announces 
that American tariffs are going up as they did in the °20s, the real 
thinkers of Britain fear that Eisenhower will face his problem too 
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late, when even a minor American recession makes tariff reductions 
politically impossible. 

The third factor in Europe’s disillusionment is doing still more 
harm at the moment: Senator McCarthy's crusade of vilification 
has convinced millions of Europeans that the American people have 
scrapped the Bill of Rights and repudiated the doctrine of personal 
liberty on which their whole society is founded. For the free world 
outside the U.S., McCarthyism is not just a spectacle. It is a tragedy. 

The transatlantic misunderstanding becomes ludicrous when 
you hear an intelligent Frenchman lamenting the blunders of the 

while his own government cannot even manage its own 
or be sure of surviving until next weekend; when an 
Italian deplores American belligerence, though he himself only a 
few years ago was a member of Mussolini’s brain trust; or when 
a former officer of Hitler’s staff solemnly affirms that the Americans 
cannot be trusted with the atom bomb. 

The cause of the problem is clear to anyone who knows the U.S. 
and has observed at firsthand the tortured mind of Europe. The 
cure is much harder to find. Certainly it will not be found in the 
present attempt to hush up the unpleasant truth by diplomatic 
postures, after-dinner oratory and transatlantic cargoes of soft soap. 


Cooperation can yield understanding 


NADIAN, as a middleman in this wrangle between his friends, 
must conclude, first, that any workable long-term agreement 
between the British and American peoples must be based not on 
myths but on necessity. Out of day-to-day cooperation in practical 
affairs understanding will come in time. To expect it by some law 
of nature or some racial affinity is not only absurd but dangerous, 
because it is bound to fail. 
Second, the U.S. and Europe will never learn to get along to- 
gether until they realize that they simply do not know each other, 
until they see that the U.S. is presented as a wicked caricature in 
Europe and Europe as a preposterous fairy tale in the U.S 
hird, the U.S, must understand that the caricature of its life is 
largely of its hievous agency of Hol- 
lywood, McC: and the 
manners of Americans abroad. 
Fourth, the U.S, must be convinced that Europe is not a broke 
down, antique model of the American system which must be re- | 
placed by a new model off the Detroit assembly line, but a con- 
tingent of vigorous, able people, tragically divided but in many 
more civilized than the new woi at these people are not 
s of charity but allies and friends absolutely essential to 
the survival of the U.S. 
Finally, Europe must reconcile itself, as it has not reconciled 
itself yet, to the historic fact that the U.S. is and will remain for a 
long time the largest power on earth: that this power can be in- 
fluenced to good ends but never compelled or repealed; that no 
great nation in the U.S.’s position has ever been so generous to 
forei ent of ambition, so eager to do the right thing, 
omscience or so suddenly summoned by history 
to perform a miracle. 
In our time many miracles will be required. None of them 
can hope to succeed without a miraculous change in the trans- | 
atlantic climate.
